LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF WISCONSIN TEIUUTOET : 

Begun and held at Madisop^ tbe Seat of Governmeiiti on Mon- 
day the seventh day of Decemb^, in the y^ivr of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and forty, pursuant to an apt of the 
Congress pf the United States, approved 20th of April, 1836, 
entitled "an act establishing the Territorial Government of 
Wisconsin." 

On which day, being that fixed by law for the regular ses- 
sion of the Legislative Assembly, the following members ap- 
peared, and 'took their seats^ viz :

On motion of Mr. Janes, 
Mr. Rountree was appointed President, pro tempore. 

On motion of Mr. Bullen, 
George Beatty was appointed Secretary, pro tern. 

On motion of Mr. Janes, 
Gilbert Knapp was appointed Sergeant-at- Arms, }>ro tern. 

On motion of Mr. Sterling, 
James Conner was appointed Doorkeeper, pro tem. 

On motion of Mr. Brigham, 
Tunis Slingerland was appointed messenger, pro tern. 

Mn Bullen presented the certifioate of election of Don A. J. 
Upham, Esq., from the counties of Milwaukee and Washington, 
and moved that he be admitted to a seat. 
The motion was agreed to. • 

Mr. Brigham presented the certificate of election of Jonathan 
E. Arnold, Esq., from the counties of Milwaukee and Washing- 
ton, and moved that he be admitted to a seat 
The motion was agreed to. 

On motion it was ordered that the oath of oflice be admints- 
tered to the members whose certificates had just been presented, 
by the President, pro tern. 

The members elect thereupon appeared at the President's 
de^k,and the oath of office was administered to them. 

On motion of Mr. Janes, 
Ordered, That the Secretary inform the H^mmo of Represen. 
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tiVes that the Council have now organized, pro temporCf and are 
ready to proceed to business. 

The folbwing message from the House of Representatives 
was received by the clerk thereof^ viz : 

" Mr. President — I am directed to inform the Council that the 
House of Representatives are now in organization pro <em.,and 
ready to proceed to business." 
On motion of Mr. Janes, 

Resolved^ That a. committea of two be appointed to act in 
conjunction with a similar committee to be appointed by the 
House of Representativec), to w^t upon His EiEcelleBcy, the 
Governor, and to inform him that the two Houses have oif a«i* 
zed pro tempore, and are ready to receive any eommunieation 
, he may wish to make to tliero. 

Messrs. Janes and Arndt were appointed the eemmittee* 

Ordered, That the Secretary infMm the House of Represen* 
tatives thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Janes, 

Ordered, That the standing rules of the bet session of the 
Council, be adopted for the government of the CouncIL until 
. otherwise ordered. 

The following message was received from the House^of Re- 
presentatives by the clerk thereof, viz : 

** Mr. President-^I am directed to inform the Council that 
Messrs. Brunson and Rockwell have been appointed a commit- 
tee, on the part of the House of Representatives, to aot in con- 
junction with the committee appointed by the Council to wait 
upon His Excellency^ the Governor, and inform him that the 
two Houses have organized, pro tempore, and are ready to ' re- 
ceive any communication he may wish to make theio." 

Mr. Janes fVom the committee appointed to wait upon the 
Governor, reported that the committee had performed the diriy 
assigned them, and that the Governor had replied to tfaera that 
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he would meet tbe two Hoiueg on l^-oiorvow At 12 o-'oloc^ ^. 
in the Representatives' Hall, and make an address to them. 

Co aiotioa of Mr* Sterling, the Council a^jljourned until 11 
o'clocki A. M., on to-morrow.

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On motion of Mr. Biillen, 

Ordered, That so much of the 42nd of the standing rules as 
prescribes that the several officers of the Couhcil be elected by 
ballot, be suspended, and that the Council do now proceed to the 
election thereof by appointment. 

Mr. Sterling thereupon nominated George Beatty for the offico 
of Secretary. 

Mr. Arnold nominated David Finley for the office of Assistant 
Secretary. 

Mr. Arndt nominated Miles M. Vineyard for the office of 
Sergeant-at-arms 

Mr. Learned nominated Charles Heckman for the office of 
Doorkeeper. 

Mr. Vineyard nominated Volney A. McCracken for the office 
of Assistant Doorkeeper. 

Mr. Vineyard nominated George Coates for the office of Mea. 
senger. 

Mr. Bullen nominated George Bennet for the office of Trans- 
cribing Clerk. 

Mr. Arnold nominated William A. Rice for the office of 
Transc ribin g Clerk. 

Mr. Arndt nominated T. Charles Morgan for thd office of 
Transcribing Clerk. 

The nomin?itions were seTerally agreed to. 

On motioi^ of Mr. Sterling, the several officers appointed were 
called to the Secretary's desk, when the oath of office was ad- 
ministered to them by the President, 'pro tern. 
On motion of Mr. Stirling, 

Ordered, That the Council do now proteed to the election 
of a President. 

Messrs. Collins and Bullen were appointed tellers. 

And the rotes being taken aftd counted by the tellers appoint- 
erd for tfaat pdrp6d&, it appeared that Mr. Rocmtrde hard receired 
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six votes, Mr. Maxwell three votes, Mr. Bullen two votes, and 
Mr. Arnold one vote* 

Neither of the persons voted for having a majority of the votes 
given, it was declared by the President that no election had been 
made. 

On motiop of Mr. Vineyard, 

Ordered, That the Council do now proceed to a second ballot. 

And th^ votes being again taken and counted by the tellers, 
it appeared that Mr. Maxwell had received four votes, Mr. Roun- 
tree four votes, Mr. Arnold two vojes, Mr. Bullen one vote, and 
one blank. 

Neither of the 'persons, voted for having a majority of the 
votes given, it was declared that no election had been made. 
On motion of Mr. Mullen, 

Ordered^ That the further balloting for a Prefijdent be post- 
poned for the present. 

The following message was received from the House of Re- 
presentatives by the clerk thereof. 

'* Mr. President — I am directed to inform you, that seats have 
been prepared in the Representatives' Hall, for the Governor 
and Council, preparatory to the reception of the Governor's 
Message ; and that the Hon. David l^ewland, of Iowa, has been 
elected Speaker of the House of Representatives." 
On motion of Mr. Bullen, 

Ordered, That the Council do now proceed to the Hall of the 
House of Representatives, to hear the address of ttie Governor. 

The members of the Council thereupon repaired to the House 
of Representatives (or that purpose ; when the Governor de- 
livered the following address, viz : 
FelloW' Citizens of the Council 

and House of Representatives : 

In taking a retrospect of the past year, our most devout grat- 
itude is called into lively exercise to the Almighty disposer of 
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all good, for i|ie very aba^dipit harvests with which ha has b^n 
gleajsed tQ r€^w.ard the husbandman ; pur citizens are doTeloping 
the great ag^rioultural resources of this Territory : the teeming 
earth has brought forth in great profusion, all the products of 
the soil usually cultivated ; our climate is of the most genial 
and salubrious character : with a population, intelligent, indus- 
trious and enterprii^ng ; our march must be onward and the time 
is not far distant when Wisconsin will form obe of the most 
wealthy ^nd populous states of this Unipn. 

As the members of the House of Represei^ti^tives have been 
recenMy elected by the people, it is presumed they will bring 
with them a knowledge of the wants of their constituents, to 
enablfi, them with the Council, to enact such laws as are suited 
to their conditipn ; and you may rely on my co-operation in 
support of such measoces as have for the^r object the good, of our 
constituents. 

At the last annual session of the Legislative Assembly, 1 Enib- 
mitted to your consideration, and you recommended, by your 
resolution to the quafified electors, at the late elections for 
members of the House of Representatives, to determine by their 
own vot^ cast at that t^me ; whether they were for or against 
t|)e organization of a State Government. I am not a4 vised that 
there has been any action on the. part of the people of the Ter* 
ritory on that subject. From the recent census returns ma4e 
b^ the IJnited States IiMiTshal, ^t appears (hat Wisconsin has a 
population of more than thirty thousand pepple, and it is siib^ 
mitted to the Representatives of the people, whether any further 
action should be taken at present preparatory to the formatio|i 
. of a State Government. , : , . , 

In my message to the Legislative Assembly of 1836, 1 re* 
commended the propriety of memorializing Congress, asking ; 
them to amend the organic law 6f this Territory, so that the, 
Council mpty be coinposed of members elected every second ye,ar, 
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and the House of tlfpresentatives to be composed of memberis 
elected annuaDy. This subject has received no definite action' 
cn the part of Congress. I would again respectfully recomnrenrf 
your memorializing Congress oh that subject at the present' 
session. From the recent returns made by the (Jnited States' 
Afarshal of the census of the inhal)itani8, it appears that the po- 
pulation has ii^creased 9ince 1638, more than twelve thousand, 
and has no representation in the Council. Taxation and re« 
presentation should go together, and every qualified elector 
should )>e entitled, by law, to his voice in the selection of those 
who represent his interests in the Legislative Assembly. In the 
most populous coHQty in this Territory there was an under* 
standing between the electors and their candidates for the Coun-^ 
cil and House of Representatives, that they were to serve, if 
elected for the term of two years in the Council, and one year 
in the House Representatives. The 7th section of the organic 
law of this Territory prescribes, " that all township officers, and 
all countyof!icers,exceptjudicial officers, justices of the peace, 
sheriffis, andclerks of the courts, shall be elected by the people,' 
in such manner as may i^e prescribed by the Governor and'Le-* 
gislativ(B Assembly. The Governor shall nominate/ and by and 
with the advice and conseint of the Legislative Council, shall 
appoint all judicial officers, justices of the peace,' sheriffs, and 
all militia officers not herein provided for." I would respect-] 
fully recommend to the Legislative Assembly to memorialize 
Congress, asking them to so amend the organic law of this Ter-- 
ritory, as to permit the qualified electors in each county to elect* 
all their county officers, civil and military, which are now nom- 
inated by the Governor and Legis^tive' Assembly. The ap- 
poinfment of county officers is now made by the Executive on 
the recommendation of the members of the Legislative Assem- 
bly representing the different counties. }t woul(^ be more satis-* 
factory to the people to elect all their county officers; ani it 
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would beoior^ in acoorcUnce with the apirU of ouf republican 
institutions. I have always believed the people competeni t9 
gQvern themselves. The organic Ifiw creating the Territory of 
Iowa, has beei^ sq amended by'Coogres^ as to permit the qualified 
eleotorp in that Territory to elect all their county officers, and np 
good reason can oe assigned why Congireis should not grant to 
the pf 9ple 9f Wisopnain i^l the rights and privileges extended to 
the people of Iowa. At th^ late session of the Legislative Asaem^ 
bly, I deemed it an act of duty to submit the following communis* 
cafiqn on the subject of the Bank of Mineral Point : << It is sub- 
j^itted to your consideration whether it would not be advisable tp 
appoint commissioners by law to exanpine the state and condition 
of the Bt^i^k of Mineral Point at such times as they may deem 
the interests of the people to require it, avd to make their re- 
povts at the ^pmsaeiM^f^ment of each session of the Logislative 
Apsembly,, If the Bank. acts in conformity with the provisions 
oC^^r ct^arters^sh^ will be interested in letting that fact be k^wf 
.(a the public; And if she violates her provisions, the interest^ 
pf the copwnunity reqt^i^re that legal steps should be taken to ar- 
rest ,a^9fti»te of thio^ soii^urioue to the best interests of the pep- 
ple^ '' M;^ Jf^F^ ^ ev^bmitted o« the oacaaJQU referred ta art 
npt changed. The 2lst aection of the a^ct . to incorporate the 
fftqckhelders.pf the Bank of Mineral Point reads as follows ^ 
« pe it enacted that if. the Legislative Assembly of this Territo* 
j^ or^tl^p I^egi^lative ^utharitjea wbiclx^^iy hereafter exisjt in 
^ny State , to beef ectedjm this Territory ia which said JBank may 
be located, sh^I d^nijt fit and expedient for the better regn- 
latiiig/>f a thanking .<^Pj^,ation to require the depositee in a gen* 
jeral safety, fund, frpin this and other bank% hereafter to be en- 
acted with the vieiv.to the adoption of a general system in said 
Territory euoilar tp that no^ in operation.in the State of New 
Yorli^ (^nct.^apw.n.as.tbe Safety Ftmcl System, that then and.ii^ 
ft|^ Cfta^ th^ cliarter shall j:^ pt^b^^ct so far tp beamend^ 9J^U^ 
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faiake it eoiifbnn to such a safety fand system nxid no fur- 

The New York safety fund system consists of two parts ; one 
is to set apart a certain portion of its profits for the redefnption 
of its bills, and this is called the ftind : the other (jart is that whieh 
provides for the appointment of bank commissioners. From 
the wording of the section of the law referred to, it would clear- 
}y warrant the action of the Legislative Asseimbly on this sub- 
ject. 

The Bank of Mineral Point has issued what is denominated 
post notes, or noted payable at a future day ; this is a Violation 
of all judicious banking ; it is certainly a dangerous power to 
be exercised by any banking institution. The time 6f redeem- 
ing her notes might be extended to twelve or eighteen monthii 
as well as for threO or four months; if a bank is permitted* to 
Ibave ber legitima:te business and enter the field 6f speculation 
by dealing in the staple commodity of the country, her capital 
Iriir always etlablQ h^r to prostrate individual enterprise, to the 
gre^t injury of the people. Banks are created for the benefit 
dfthe people, and should be confined to the legitimate purposes 
for which they were chartered ; the principle of banking on a 
large or'small capital is precisely the same ; the greatest gain 
at the least expense is the ruling mdtive of action in both, and 
sways with th6 same power the bank with one hundred thous- 
land dotlara capital in a country town, as one of millions in a 
great commercial metropolis : the whole dlfierence consists in 
the influenc^e and power of their respective institutions. 

Among the subjects of much importance to the peo|fle, there is 
onis to which I would respectfully call your attention* That li 
ihe creating corporations and granting charters. Corpdrations 
are of two classes— those established for pnbHe purpoi^> ahd 
those for purposes of a private nature; th6 first class consists 
bfHiotte for religious purposesi as dttntfaes— ibrthepromotidtt

Bjr th^ first scttion of an act to provide tor arditig !d the con* 
titruction of th6 Milwaukee and Rock'River Canali '^approved 
February 2(3, 18S9," the Government was authorized to borrow 
fifty thdu^nd dollars ; accordingly bonds were issued to that 
tmount,'on the l^h of March last, executed by me in the name 
of the Territory, and under the authority of the act of Congress, 
for one thousimd doltkrs each, bearing an Interest of six per 
centum per annum, and payable twenty years therealt^ ; ancP 
\tk conformity of the twentieth section of the act flrdt referred 
to above, Byron Kiltroum, Esquire, was appointed the agent of 
the Territory to make ilale 6f said bonds, and the Bank of Amer^ 
ica in the city of N^w Torit, d^ignated as the depository of the 
futids arising (herefrom in the event of a sale.

That they regard the early completion of the CapUol as of 
greal importance to the people of the Territory, both on ac- 
count of the danger of its proving a total loss if )efl longer in 
its present unfinished state, and of the necessity of having suit* 
able rooms for the accommodation of the Legislature and the 
several Territorial officers. 

The original bill proposes to raise a som of money fct that 
purpose on the bonds of the Territory ; aad the amendments of 
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the Couboil propoae directly to gtte the contract fbr its com* 
pletion to James Morrison, at the price stipulated in his original 
contract. In either case, the Territory is responsible for the 
fulfilment of any contract which may be made, and is equally 
bound to raise a sufficient sum of money to comply with the 
terms of payment stipulated in it. 

By inquiry of Mr. Morrison, it appears that he has received- 
exclusive of extra work — ^on his formercontract, about #14,000; 
and tf h« now goes on and completed it, he will be entitled to 
#12,600 more, to make up the price agreed upon, for the com- 
pletion of the Capitol. There is also^ as we a?e informed by the 
commissioner of public buildings, some extra work yet to be 
dozie, wbich may amount to #M00, which, added to the price 
agreed to be paid Morrison, will make the sum of $ 14,000, which 
wilt be recj^ired to pay him to complete the Capitol on the ori- 
ginal plan. 

The committee are informed that the entire cost of its com- 
pletion need not exceed the snm of #9,000, if the contract is 
given out according to the plan proposed in this bill. It is 
therefore evident, that should the amendments be adopted, the 
Territory must lose at least #5,000 by the operation, which 
would otherwise be saved. 

The liability of the Territory to ultimate payment for'this 
work is the same in either case, and the committee cannot but 
believe that the fear entertained by some that an act creating a 
-public debt, on this account, is entirely idle. The fund now in 
the hands of the old commissioners, they have no doubt, will be 
made available before the time arrives when the bonds of the 
Territory will become due, and even without this, that it would 
be better to incur a small debt, than sacrifice the interests of the 
people by leaving the public building in its present state. 

The committee therefore recommend the provisions of the bHl

disturb the harmony and good feeling which has hitherto char- 
acterized the deliberations of the Council ; and although a large 
portion of the time of the session has been occupied in settling 
the contested seat in the other branch of the Legislature, it will

Sib, — It gives me much satisfaction, in making the second 
annual report from this office, to state that the several General 
Orders, Nos. 1, 3 and 3, as issued by the Commander in Chief, 
have been so far obeyed and complied with, as to enable me to 
detail a complete organization of the militia of the Territory of 
Wisconsin, with the exception of the returns of the muster rolls 
of a few companies, and the completion of the stafi* departments 
of some of the regiments and separate battalions. 

The difficulties attending this organization have been many, 
and its ultimate success is mainly to be attributed to the prompt 
compliance with the general orders, by the several regimental, 
separate battalion, and company officers, and their several re-

The first company of " Wisconsin Dragoons," Iowa county, 
commanded by Captain John F. O'Neil, is in commission, and 
according to a return made last year, exhibited an aggregate of 
43 rank and file» No return has been received in this office, of 
the state of the Troop this year, officially, although I have un- 
deratood that uniforms for thirty six members have been pro- 

42 
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cured. The supply of sabres and pistols by the General Go- 
Ternment, if practicable, would probably insure the raising of 
mounted volunteer companies. Other volunteer companies have 
heretofore been organized and commissioned, according to the 
Registry in this office ; but as no official returns have been made 
to me, during the last twelve months, wilh respect to their pres- 
ent state, I am unable to make report of their existing condition. 
Id a frontier country such as our own, mounted volunteers must 
ever be esteemed as the most efficient force that citizen soldiers 
can form : and every encouragement towatds the organization 
of such companies, should be given, if practicaUe, by legisla- 
tive enactment. 

Arms of the Militia, — It is greatly to be regretted that the 
returns of the number of arms in the several companies of:the 
militia of the Territory, should exhibit a deplorable deficiency. 
As far as I am able to learn, there are no public arms amongst 
them. It is highly desirable that the quota of public arms and 
accoutrements for Horse, Rifle, Infantry and Artillery troops^ to 
M'hich the Territory may be entitled from the General Govern, 
ment, should be early supplied. Their distribution under legal 
restrictions and proper guards as to their preservation, amongst 
the volunteers and militia, would greatly foster the proper spirit 
of the citizen soldier in performing his military duties, and give 
an assurance of the means of safety, in case untoward events, 
to which a frontier country may necessarily be subject, should 
unhappily occur. 

Colours and Music — ^Furnishing the respective regiments and 
separate battalions with their appropriate Stands of Colours, is, 
I respectfully suggest, a duty of the Territory, as well as a right 
which the militia may reasonably expect to be granted to them. 
Annual parades, either for decipline or review, will receive 
much of their interest from the circumstanceof their being held 
under the displayed Flag of our country. So also it may truly 
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be said with regard to martial nm&ic, that the citizen soldier 
feels its influence equally with the uninformed volunteer, or the 
soldier of the regular army. The supply of drums and fifes to 
the severdl companies of militia in the Territory, has become 
very necessary under their late regular organization. 

Books of Disciplinc-^l^uTBuvLnt to the law of the last session 
of the Legislature, I have distributed one hundred and sixty 
copies of Cooper's Military Tactics, in proper proportions, 
amongst the several regiments and seperate battalions ; the re. 
mainder of the two hundred and eighty copies received by me 
from the Territorial Library, I hold, subject to future proper and 
legal distribution. 

Printing of the Militia Laws. — Agreeably to law, I procured 
Messrs. Welsh & Plowman, in February last, to print one bund- 
red and fifty copies of the militia law, and supplements thereto ; 
and also blank forms of company and regimental returns an* 
nexed to the same ; the whole done up in pamphlet form. This 
number w^all that was authorized by law to be printed, but I 
found the same was insufficient for general distribution, and the 
printers supplied me with one hundred and ninety copies in the 
whole. One hundred and sixty of these I have distributed 
amongst the several regiments and separate battalions. I hold 
the remaining copies subject to legal distribution hereafter. 

Seal of Office. — In conformity with the provisions of the gen- 
eral militia law, I have procured a seal, with a suitable device 
thereon, for the Adjutant General's office. 

Expenses of Office, — By a law of the last session, the sum 
of one hundred and fifty dollars was appropriated for the current 
expenses of the Adjutant General's Ofiice. This sum has been 
paid to me, and on ray orders, by the Territorial Treasurer. I 
will immediately settle my account with the Auditor General 
for the proper and legal expenditure of the same. The cost of 
advertising General Orders throughout the Territory during the 
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last and tbe present year ; the bills of postage consequent to the 
receipt of heavy packages of militia returns ; the procuring of 
the teal of office ; and various expenditures inctdent&l to the or- 
ganization of the militia, have rendered the expenses of this of* 
fice heavier than might have been contemplated ; and yet the 
whole does not exceed one hundred and twenty dollars. With 
respect to the future expenses of the office, I respectfully sug- 
gest that it would be proper and just for me to be authorized to 
pay all postage debts which may be incurred by officers in the 
transmission of commissions and especial orders, as well as the 
postage debts which have already been incurred by them for stich 
purposes. 

Duties of Office. — Previous to the issuing of General Orders 
No. 1, of the date of August 1, 183&, with respect to the organi- 
zation of the militia, the duties of this office were very few. 
But in consequence of the subsequent general orders, dnd the ex- 
tended correspondence in relation to the formation of company 
bounds in the several regiments and separate battalions, and the 
returns of names of officers, to this office, for commissions, to- 
gether with the subsequent returns of the commandfng officers 
of companies, the business of the Adjutant General's office has 
greatly increased. Some commissions are issued by the com- 
mander in chief, and they are scarcely transmitted from this 
office, when removals, or resignations, or new elections by the 
people, render the issuing of new commissions necessary. In 
order that the information of this office should keep pace with 
the alterations in the regimental, company and staff depart- 
ments of the militia of the territory, I respectfully suggest, that, 
in addition to the regular roster, I may be permitted to furnish a 
book, at the expense of the Territory, in which, at one view, 
may be seen the names of all militia officers in the Territory, 
the date of their respective commissions, resignations, deaths 
or removals, and also the existing state of each company from 
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year to year. The book eoaitnonly ealled tho roster, is aot euf- 
iicient for this deeirable purpose; neither is the form of the 
roster, as required by la# to be kept, adapted to meet the views 
BOW suggested. Thetre is no doubt that the duties of the office 
of the Adjutant General will hereafter increase in a degree com- 
lilensurate with the increased and daily increasing population 
of the Territory. Since the first of August, 1889, two hundred 
and one commissions have been issued by the commander in 
chief, and transmitted to the respective officers from this office. 
The correspondence incident to the increased duties of office, 
will show the necessity of relieving the officers of the mi- 
litia, as well as the Adjutant General from the burthens of post- 
age alluded to under the head of " Expenses of O0ice." 

General Gowmment Correspondence, — The Adjutant General 
of the army of the United States has forwarded to this office 
sundry blanks, with a request that they may be filled under au. 
thority, showing the existing state of the militia of the Territo- 
ry. This duty* has been performed, and the returns sent to the 
office of Gen. R. Jones, at Washington. The following is an 
abstract of the returns, and the general remarks thereon, as for- 
warded to the Department.

56. Remarks. The organization of the militia of the 

Territory has only lately taken place. The militia has not 
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yet be«D apportioned into diYUionB and Brigades. Several of 
the regiments are not yet full in the compliment of the regimen- 
tal, staff and company officers. The norober of Majors return- 
ed comprehends lour, who command . separate battalions, not 
yet formed into regiments. The number of Ensigns returned 
comprehends all those officers who are commissioned as Second 
Lieutenants • The number of privates returned may not be 
absolutely correct, as the several company returns have not 
yet all been received in the Adjutant General's office ; but the 
estimate is formed from data which in a great measure may be 
considered as correct. The returns of arms, accoutrements 
and ammunition have only been received from three companies, 
and those are in the vicinity of Prairie dn Chein and Green 
Bay."

ANNUAL REPORT of the Milwaukee and Roek Rwer Cofkd 

Company for the year eighteen hundred and forty, to the Legit* 
lative Assembly of Wisconsin Territory. 

By reference to the memorial of the Canal Company submit* 
ted to the last annual session of the Legislature it will be seen 
that the location of the canal was completed in April 1839, and 
poitions of the work put under, contract in June following; 
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also that one of the contractors (Mr. Pettihone) commenced 
active operations on his job though from the limited available 
means then in the hands of the Company it was fband neces- 
sary to suspend his work in November. The act passed by 
your honorable body at that session amendatory to the act for 
aiding in the construction of the canal, authorized the applica- 
tion of '* all money which belonged to the canal fund on the 
first day of September, 1840, or which should thereafter come 
into the hands of the commissioners in payment of interest on 
sales of canal lands," dec; which provision enabled the Com- 
pany to make a small additional letting of work, which they did 
on the fiflh day of September last, with the understanding that 
the payments were to be made from the Territorial funds then 
on hand, together with accruing interest; agreeably to the pro- 
visions of the said amendatory act of the last session. 

The operation of this amendatory act has been quite benefi- 
cial in its results, by enabling the work to actually progress so 
far as to show its entire feasibility ; and any further aid which 
it may be within the reach of the Legislature to furnish, would 
speedily be remunerated by benefits c onferred on the w^hole 
community. The dam across the Milwaukee river, together 
with about a mile in length of the canal, (extending from the 
dam to near the point of entrance into the river in town) has 
been put under contract. Most of these jobs have been com- 
menced, and up to October dlst, work has been done and esti. 
mated to the amount of $1952 00, including the amount done in 
1889. It is expected that operations will be commenced on the 
dam early in the ensuing spring. 

The amount of stock subscribed by the stockholders is the 
full amount authorised by the act of incorporation, as the capi- 
tal stock of the company, viz : $100,000 ; of which there has 
been paid in on the different instalments eight per cent., except 
in some few instances which are not yet entirely paid up. The 
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expenses of the company up to the close of the last quarter, 
(Septeinber 30th^) are $12,476 76, including; all expenses for 
the random surveys-for obtaining the grant of land — for the fi- 
nal location of the line, and for amount paid for work done.— 
The officers employed by the company during the present year, 
are a President of the Bead of Directors, whose duty it is to 
have a general supervision over the affairs of the company and 
of the canal, and who receive3 three dollars per day for time 
actually employed ; a Secretary, whose salary is $200 ; a Trea< 
surer whose salar}' is $100 ; and an Engineer, who receives 
eight dollars per day for time actuftly employed. During the 
past season the same individual has been employed as Engineer 
on behalf of the Territory and of the company — and consequent- 
ly receives but half the amount which would be requisite to pay 
two officers of the same grade; The amendatory act of the liist 
session has placed the canal on an economical basis, and if the 
monetary affairs of the country shall mend during the coming 
season, we may rationally hope to proceed successfully with 
this favorite exterprlse. 

The company are sanguine in the belief that with due legis- 
lative aid, they can next season complete that portion of the line 
now under contract — which will bring into use a water power 
of great value to Milwaukee, and extend the navigation of the 
river about three miles from ihe town, or about five miles from 
the termination of the canal — ^which will be one-twelfth part of 
the whole length of the line : — also, it is contemplated, and be- 
lieved to be entirely praoticaUe, to complete within the next 
season, between seven and eight mi)es of the canal at the western 
termination — which will also afford a fine hydraulic power 
on Rock river, and open to that market a region of as fine tim- 
ber land as is to be found in the Territory. This portion of the 
line is peculiarly feasible and ought to be accomplished as 
speedily as practicable. 
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If the amount of the loan now authorisedi could be oEtained, 
it would accompliah the work on both these important sections 
of the line, and give enhanced value to the entire tract of land 
from one end of 4he canal to the other. 

Owing to the peculiar state of the money market, a loan has 
not yet been obtained. The difficulties operating against it ap« 
pear to be, the rate of interest being limited to six per cent.; 
also, the provision that the bonds cannot be sold below par ; 
and lastly, the provision that the funds must be paid in the city 
of New York. We would therefore suggest that the law be so 
modified as to authorize the^ayment of seven per cent, inter- 
est, and that the money may be received at any place wherever 
the bonds can be negotiated by the agents of the Territory — 
still requiring the bonds to be sold at par. We would not re- 
commend an increase of interest in future loans, but for the one 
Daw authorised of 950,000, we have no doubt but it would be 
greatly to the interest of the Territory to secure the loan even 
at that rate of interest, as the works which would be accom- 
plished by it, would in less than three years yield at least ten 
per cent, per annum on their cost, besides the great collateral 
benefits which would be realized by the Territory m the en- 
hanced value of the canal lands — and by the community at 
large, in the conveniences afforded f«r business. 

We wodd further suggest for the consideration of the Legis- 
lature the propriety of so amending the act incorporating the 
canal company, as to authorize the construction of wooden 
locks in such situations as should be deemed advisable by the 
commissioners, as a means whereby, in some sections of the 
canal, a very considerable saving can be made in the original 
cost of the work, without detriment to the canal ; and also of 
the timber on the canal lands, in the hands of the acting com- 
missioner, and of limiting the time of making application for 
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damages done in the constructidn of the^na1» to one year from 

the time when such damage was done*

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On the other hand, no deduction is made for losses ^n dis- 
counted paper, &c., which your committee do not feel warran- 
ted to estimate at less than $26,000. 

It is deemed proper by your committee to remark, that it ap- 
peared there were 827,400 at the Galena Branch Bank, and 
•58,000 at the Bank of the State of Missouri, of the notes of 
the Bank of Mineral Point, which had been redeemed by the 
Bank, and were held, subject to the order of Mr. Enapp, and 
had accordingly been taken out of the amount of the circulation 
of the Bank. For verification of this fact, your committee 
were obliged, from the nature of the case to rely entirely upon 
the affidavit of Mr. Knapp. 

The conclusion arrived at by your committee, from the state- 
ments furnished by the cashier under oath, and from their own 
investigation, is, that the corporation has the ability to pay all 
debts and liabilities. 

Your committee would remark, however before they close 
this Report, that it appeared in testimony of Mr. Knapp, that 
$8,000 of the bills of the bank, signed by him as cashier, had 
been forwarded to Green Bay some time during the last year, 
for the signature of Mr. Doty, the then President ; but that said 
notes bad not been returned to the bank, nor had he seen any of 
them in circulation ; — these bills have not been credited tocir- 
culation account, and do not appear upon the Bank's, as indebt- 
edness of the Bank. They would also state, that the item 
** Notes of other Banks," embrace the sum of $27,785 in 
notes of the Bank of Gallipolis, and that these notes came 
into the Bank on account Sales Bank Stock, and are sub- 
ject to be returned and other current funds substituted there^ 
for.

Was one of the commissioners appointed by the L^islature 
to distribute the stock of the Mineral Point Bank. Something 
like two hundred shares were subscribed by various citizens, and 
the first instalment paid in specie, ^r. B. L. Webb then sub- 
scribed for 1000 to 1400 shares, in his owq name and names of 
other persons, and did not pay any specie for them. He deposi- 
ted with the commissioners 20,000 dollars or tbereabsuts, in 
notes of the Bank of Michigan, and gt^ve his personal obliga- 
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tioB to the commhsionera, that the amouht should be forthcom- 
ing Id specie at or before the period of payment of the second 
instalment. They were accepted by the commissioners in lieu 
of speciOf in payment of his instalment Mr. James D. Doty 
subsequently subscribed, in bis own name and names of other 
persons^/or about 2,000 shares of the stock; and in payment of 
first instalment thereon, he gave to the commissioners a certi- 
ficate of the cashier of the Bank of Wisconsin, that he (Doty) 
had deposited in that Bank 20,000 dollars in specie. Ele also 
gave to the commissioners his personal obligation, and his obli- 
gation as director of the Bank of Wisconsin, that the sum of 
20,000 dollars in specie should be paid to the oommiseaonera be- 
fore the second instalment should be called for $ which certifi- 
cate and obligation the commissioners accepted in payment of 
his first instalment. On the day the secbnd instalments be- 
came due the commissioners delivered over the books and papevs 
in their haods^) befortd any portion of the second instalment 
had been paid to them) to the directors who were thep elected 
by the stockholders. I paid to them the instalment upon 8 of 
my shares, in a draft pa3rable in Boston. The instahneuts 
upon the remaining 8 shares allotted to me^ were paid in the 
notes of the Bank of Wisconsin. I do not know in what man- 
ner the instalments were paid by the oth^ stockhoTders* I was 
at Green Bay, the fi)rmer residence of H^iry T. String- 
ham, in May last, and learned at that time that said Stringham 
was not, and had not been for some months, a resident of this 
Territory. I have received Isans at this bank at two different 
times, of a fbw hundred dollars, and thdy were not made by the 
direction' or sanction of the Board of directors. Ihavelre* 
quently been in the Bank wit^htA the last two years, and the aA 
fairs and concerns of the bank appeared to be managed and con* 
ducted exclusively by Samuel B. Knapp and Porter Brace. 
About 24th April last, I called at the bank in company of the 
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sheriff of this county, who presented to Mr. Knapp a certified 
copy of an execu^OB iMmy favor, against James D. Doty. Mr. 
Knapp was informed by the sheriff that ho wished to levy that 
execution upon the stock of Mr. Doty. Mr. Knapp was revues- 
ted 1^ me, in presence of the sheriff, to expose the proper books 
of the corporati^ to the <^8er io enable him to make the 
levy ; but be refcwed to show any books except that page of 
tl«e eteok ledger which shpwed my individuad acoouot as stock* 
hoMsr^whioh pait of- th« lKK>k lE^wed that I was an original • 
stockholder of 16 shares upon which all the instalm^iia had 
been paid that had been •ealh^ for« Mr. Knapp was thett re. 
qoest^ by mevin preseoceol^he stieviff^ to exhibit that part of 
tbe'hot^ eentatnrng the account of Mr. Doty, which he refused 
to do. Subsequently, on the 16th May, I purchased at sheti^rf* 
s^le, ill thd rights -title and interest of said' Doty in the' stock, 
j^rdperly «tid effeciSB of the Mineral hMt bank, and on the sam^ 
day I presented to Mrr Knapp a certificate of iuofa purchase'^ 
of which the annexed is a copy-^with a request thalJie would 
record the same upon the book oontaining the transfers of the 
stock of Said bank. Mr. Knapp took the certificate for the 
purpose of aiKi^i^inlng the propriety of reeo^ng it« Af^- 
wards, about the last of June, he-rettirBed it to me, sayings that 
he could not record it upon his transfer book; but if I wished 
would put it upon hie letter bookj or let it remam in ih6 bank, 
which I declined^ having him do. Mr. Knapp ait^ed that Mr. 
Doty owned no slock of the bank* About the same time, I a^^ 
ed Mri Knapp if the directors had e^er made any by-laws for 
the government of tluy institution. He said they bad* I asked 
him to show them tome, which he refused to do. EDe stated to 
me at the«ame time, if I wished to see any particular by-law 
that he would fbmieh me an abstract thereof. I replied I wish- 
ed to see the^ whole. On the 25lh June I handed Mr. Knapp a 
note- of which the fijHowing is a copy :

Jbierrogated by Mr. Knapp. ^ 

Q. Did you make an expose of the law to. me wheA you re- 
quested an exposition of the transfer book of the bank. 

A. I pointed out to you that part of your duty contained in 
the revised statutes, but did not, point out to yov that part of 
your duty contain^ in the act of incorporation of the bank. 

Q. What penalty was imposed upon the oasbierby. the statute 
for giving false information to the inquiries propounded. 

A. My impression is, that the giving false information sutjeiC- 
ted the cashier to the penalty of twice the amount of the debt ; 
but a reference to the statute will show with more certidnty. 
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Q. Did not tlie casbter^ with t knowledge of the penalty fully 
before him, give the shenff the certificate prescribed by the 
statute ? . 

A. The caashier did give the Bheriff a certificate, but will 
not say that it was in the express terzns prescribed by the statute. 

Q^ Were the fa^ta stated in that certificate given on the oath 
ofthe cashier ? ' . 

A. He did not^ to n^ knowledge or recoUeottoo, make any 
oath as to the truth ofthe facts contained in said certificate. 

Q. Did any non-cooii^ance with the request of the sheriff by 
the cashier, infract any clause of the charter of the bank ? 

A. In my opinioa, it was a violation the following provision, 
contained iof the 17th section, viz: 

^ Andt upon any execution being levied on any shares in aM 
bank, it shall be the duty of the cashier of said bank to expose 
the proper book of the corporation to the officer, and to fumi^ 
him with a certificate under his hand and in his official capaoi- 
*ty, stating the number of shares the debtor holds in said bank, 
and the amount of dividends due thereon/' 

Q. Did the sheriff request an jBxposition of our transfer book ? 

A. Do not recollect that any request was made except as is 
above stated. 

Q. What sum of money did you pay to fbrm tbe basis of your 
claim to ninety thousand dollars of the stock of the Bank of 
Mineral Point 7 

A. If allusion is made to my purchase at sheriff 's sale, I an- 
swer, six dollars.

SiH — The undersigned having been appointed Chief Engi- 
neer of the Territory, for the.Milwaukee and Rock River Canal, 
begs leave, in pursuance of law,, to submit the following 

REPORT: 

Contracts were entered into by the Canal Company on the 
6th day of September last, for a portion of the Canal (embra- 
cing sections No. 55 and 56, near the town of Milwaukee) 
which were approved by the Acting Commissioner, and the 
worit placed under my supervision. These sectioDs were sub- 
divided into ten smaller jobs, and were let as fdlows : 

Subdivision No. 102, consisting c;hiefly of excavation, to 
Michael Ward. 

Subdivisions Nos. 3, 4, 5 and 8; and the protection wall, con- 
sisting mostly of embankment and a wall of stone, where the 
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outer edge of the bank Tails into the current of the river, GrifRth^ 
Culley 6i Cotton, Contractors. I 

Subdivision No. 6, coosisting of enibankaient» Mullen, Bra* 
min 6i Dailey, Contractors. 

Subdivision No. 9, consisting of excavation, Joseph Gass, 
Contractor. 

Subdivisions Noa. 7 and 10, consisting of embankment, Joseph 
Walster, Contractor* 

These contracts were made at such prices as to confirm the 
opinion expressed in the first annual report of the Chief Engi- 
neer, that the cost of the canal will not exceed twelve hundred 
thousand dollars ; and to justify the opinion that it will fall 
considerably below one million. 

This work, as represented on the accompanying map, ex. 
tends from the upper part of the town, to the site of the last 
dam across the Milwaukee River, which is to have a head or 
lift of 12 feet. 

No funds having been obtained upon the loan authorized by 
Congress and by the Legislature of Wisconsin, up to the first 
day of September, the money now on hand belonging to the 
** Canal Fund," and the semi-annual interest to become due 
from purchasers of canal lands, are appropriated by law for the 
payment of work done under these contracts. The contractors 
commenced operations immediately, and the amount of worik 
certified to be done up to the dlst day of October, was $1,- 
697 00. 

The dim^Bsions of this part of the canal, as e^blisbed by 
the canal company, are as follows : Depth of water, £ve feet ; 
width at bottom of canal, twcnty-six feet ; width at surface of 
water, forty.three and a half feet ; height of tow path, eight 
feet. 

It ia believed that it would promote the best interests of th« 
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Territory, to authorize the constructtotk of wooden locks in cer. 
tain cases, where stone would have tp be transported a eonside- 
raUe distance over newly Ibrmed roads.

The Committ^ on Territortal Affairs, to which were refer- 
red : let. A reeolotioti to inquire what provisions are neoegsary 
te be made for fonHshing at the seat of government or else* 
where, suitable boilduigs fdr the accommodation of the Legisda- 
tire Assembly and the officers of the Territory.

- Begieeve respeeUnlly to submit the following report : That

does not pray for a removal of the Capitol, butadcs the Legisla*. 
tore to consider the advantages ' which Watertown possesses, 
for a seat of government, in the event that a remov4d of the seat 
of government should be contemplated by the Legislature* It 
does not apprear that a removal of the seat of goverament is pe« 
titioned for, or even desired by any considerable portion of the 
people of the Territory, and no measures ought to be adopts by 
the Legisktture, affecting the.rcmoval of it, without satisfactory 
proot thai a majority of the people are in favor of the measure. 
No- o^ctions have i>ocn urged against the present site, and no 
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reasons exist in the minds of yonr conmittee in favor of a re- 
moval, except the present unfinished state of the Capitol, and 
the want of good accommodations at this place. The present 
Capitol can be finished easier and sooner than one could be 
built in any other part of the Territory, and it is highly proba- 
ble that no other site would he seleetedt that would afford better 
accommodations than are now tabe found at Madison. 

The removal of the seat of gdverament notr would be against 
good policy, and a breach of good faitb to the people who reaiilo 
and own property here, without the attaimaeiit of any impor^ 
taut advantage, to the Territory* A freqaent change in the 
policy of the laws, destroys all confidence of the people in Ls« 
gisktive acts, and very mnch weakens that respect wU^ is so 
necessary to the administration and observa^ice of them* It ap« 
pears from the report of the commissioner of puUio buildings, as 
well as from an inspection of the building, that it is in a very 
unsafe and ddapidated condition, and that nnksslt iasoon com- 
pleted olr repaired, the expendittkre already kid oat upon dw 
Capitol, will be wholly lost. The sums that ace Mumntty ap* 
propriated by the Legislature to pay the aala^ of the commis.. 
sioner, tba repairs upon the Capitol, and the rent of m room for 
the Library, wouldho more tbin sofBcient^to pay IbeoiterealAn 
the amonnt oC the bonds, the hill referred to your «ommittee^ 
contemplates should be sold. 

It is important that a suitable room should be furnished for 
the Territorial Library, safer from fire and mastt convenient tba» 
th^ one at present used. It is also important and desirable 
that looms should he fiimidied for the Crovernoiv Secretary, 
Treasurer and Auditor of the Terrftojy, and the Citric of the 
Supreme Court. At present there is no #afs place for keeping 
the records of the Territory. Your committee cannot but re- 
gret the causes which have hitherto prevented these rooms kon 
being provided^that they have not been proWded, fomidM no 
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reason fiM^ longer delay or that the Legislature sh^ldWk to 
provide them elsewhere. The sum necessary to cVrhpT^ij this 
Capitol on the original j^lan* with suitaMe room^for the officers 
6r th^ Ten^itory, has been estimated at se^eh" thousand dollars, 
and no plan appears so feasible to your committee; as the bnid 
proposed in the said bill. Your committefei therefore, recom: 
mend the passage of the bill with the amendments made by the 
committee ; and would ask to be di^harg^d from a further con- 
sideration of the subject. ,. .

of the capitol at Madison, and the improvement of the town, 
which. will continue for a series of years, the only remedy is a 
removal of the seat of government to some point where there is 
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% fFvospeet that proper public boildiogs will be erected, and 
where the convenience and comfort of the officers of the Terri* 
torial fovemmeot will be fottnd* 

They would therefore Acommend that the prdposition of the 
citizens of Aztalan be accepted. 1st. Because the people of 
the Territory wish to be relieved from the mystery that now 
hangs over the capitol to their manifest injury and inconve- 
nience. 

2d. Because the fiscal concerns of the Territory do not war- 
rant the expenditure of the amount necessary for completing the 
present building, or of erecting a new building at any other 
point. 

3d. Because Aztalan is situated in a fertile and flourishing 
country, already occupied by settlers, where all the conveniences 
and comforts of life can be found, and all the materials for build- 
ing can be readily obtained, and because it is at, or near the 
centre of the population of the Territory at this time, and will 
be for a number of years to come. 

4th. Because the Territory will thereby be enabled to encour- 
age education by providing that the present building be given 
for seminary purposes, for which purpose it can be finished from 
the means already appropriated to that object. 

Your committee would therefor^ recommend t^ passage of 
the following hill, viz : '' A bill to remove the s^at of govern- 
ment from Madison to the town of Aztalan, in JefiTerson county.'* 

The undersigned would not pass over in silence the claims of 
the town of Jefferson. 

'Hiistown is situated at the junction of the Rock and Craw, 
fish rivers, one and a half miles below the western termination 
of the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal ; which, when comple- 
ted, will afford a water power, equal, if not superior to that of 
any other place in the Territory— there being a lockage of forty. 
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lour ftet m its inlawcluite VioinKy, "with an fibun^inee of water 
for bydraubc jHirpof esk. 

It seems, from its peculiar pOtiiioDi to be the.nftlwal'dt|Kiit 
for the surrouodiDg region of country. 

It is the seat of justice for the county of Jefferson, and situa- 
ted within about one ipile of its .gfsographical centre ; a court- 
house and jail u^e now being erected, and are to be completed 
within the present year. 

TerritQri,al and county roads already established, an4 seiv^eral 
«otbori;^ed to he established, coocentr^e at this point, and Ten- 
der it easy of access, from .every pa^f of tl^e Territory* . 

Building materials of every description can be obtained at thi? 
pl^oe in as great, abundance, and with as great facility, as at 
,ftiny. other pla^e in the Territory ; and, it is undei^tpod that for 
beauty of scenery it is unsurpassed^ 

. ^ut tK^^nost important consideration is the fact that the lands 
in.;ts imrqediate vicinity are the property of the TerritoryT- 
appropriated for the construction of the Milwaukee and Rock 
River Canal— and, were the capitol of the Territory located 
there, t}iose lands would be greatly enhanced in value, and the 
fund for that important work be thereby greatly increased. 

But, as no specifications accompanied the proposals from the 
citizens of that place, the undersigned does not feel authorized 
to report a biH for the' location of the capitol at that place.

Deab Sibi— I herewith en close you a letter fi;pm tbe.Treasur-f 
er of Milwaukee county, stating^ the condition of the Treaspry 
of that county. The law which authorises five per cent of tho 
Gxat moneys received by the iQounty Treasurer to be set apart 
for territorial purposes is thus evaded. Milwaukee, lowa^ and 
some other counties have never paid a dollar intq the Treasury;i 
and from their mode of financiering perhapis they never will. 

I would respectfully suggest that the law for creating a terri- 
torial revenue be so amended that the amount required to hq 
paid into the territorial treasury b^ collected in money,, or tbA( 
some steps be ta)cen to secure the creditors of the territory with 
something better than county orders which ace not worth pore 
thf^p from fifty to seventy- five cents on -the dollar.
